Action Taken: North County Cooperative (PD) were on scene with all lanes closed at 15:54. Northeast Fire Department and Northeast EMS arrived on 
scene at 15:55 and transported the patient. Two ER units arrived on scene at 15:54 and provided traffic control clearing the queue and redirecting traffic 
onto the Bermuda exit. An additional ER unit arrived to assist with advanced warning at 15:58. MSHP arrived on scene at 16:22. Tow arrived on scene 
at 16:31.

The TMC Operator notified the MODOT Emergency Response for that I-44 area to assist with traffic 
control. Once the event was entered into TMS the proper DMS boards were activated and additional boards were added. Highway Patrol was the first 
responders on scene, this is when we were able to start seeing the backup on camera where all lanes were closed. Traffic was diverted off the highway 
onto MO 100. Emergency Response was too far from the scene to be able to give live updates. Highway Patrol and Heavy Tow was able to get the right 
lane of traffic opened to relieve the queue that had built up to 3 miles, once the right lane opened traffic was relieved quickly. The health department 
was contacted by Highway Patrol to see if they would be preforming the investigation on the interstate or at the tow yard. No addition information was 
shared to MODOT on behalf of the health department.

Once the Bridge Crew Engineer checked the bridge over, he advised that we will be shutting down lanes 
one and two until the repair has been complete. At this point Tramar Traffic was contacted to setup lane drops where the work was going to be 
performed. While enroute to the scene the Crash truck was struck on the EB side of the highway, causing an extended duration. Once Tramar Traffic 
was able to get to the scene they able to setup the lane drops and we were able to get the event turned into a workzone.
